. Dean  Rockwood  noted  that  he  has  met  with  a group  in 
downtown  Provo  that  has  been 
trying  to  implement  a community 
program  to  deal  with  the  drug 
problem  in  Provo. 

“Our  prime  concern  will  be  to 
bring  together  all  resources”  to 
fight  drug  abuse,  said  Dean 
Rockwood  in  explaining  the  work 
of  his  new  division.  He  stated  that 
they  would  check  on  successful 
programs  in  the  state  and  utilize 
the  success  in  other  areas  of  Utah. 

Utah’s  problem  is  not  as 
difficult  as  that  of  Eastern  and 
West  Coast  states,  commented 
^Rockwood.  “But  Salt  Lake  City  is  getting  to  that  point,”  he  said. 

1 jointed  out  that  drug  problems  are  beginning  to  show  up  even  in 
aller  communities  of  Utah. 

i 1 Rockwood  called  drug  abuse  “a  sociological  problem”  and  a 
i of  the  “impersonalization  of  our  culture.”  He  emphasized  that  he 
i'ound  drug  users  to  be  “bright,  lonely  and  intellectually 
1 tent”  people.

He  predicted  that  America  may 
eventually  be  governed  by  a 
democratic  elite  because  of  mass 
apathy  and  the  large  size  of  the 
federal  bureaucracy. 

Characteristic  of  this  mass 
apathy,  he  said,  was  the  attitude 
of  “let’s  barbecue  hamburgers  and 
let  the  world  go  by.”  Against  this, 
he  affirmed  the  principle  of  work 
as  being  a spiritual  necessity. 

He  also  said  that  political 
scientists  “will  have  to  turn  their 
understandings  and  lessons  on  the 
headwater— the  American  home.’. 

Maxwell  told  the  students  that 
“exhortation  and  example  will 
not  alone  serve  a rising 
generation,”  and  added  that  order 
and  liberty  were  both  needed  in 
America.

Agreement  was  reached 
Thursday  allowing  for  new 
working  procedures  between 
student  government  and  BYU 
Food  Services. 

In  a meeting  which  lasted  an 
hour,  several  ASBYU  officers, 
headed  by  Stan  Roberts,  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  chairman,  met 
with  Food  Service  workers,  led  by 
Myrle  Cloward,  Director  of  Food 
Services. 

From  the  meeting,  it  was 
decided  that  from  now  on  no 
additions  were  to  be  added  to 
student  government  purchase 
orders  once  the  orders  had  been 
made  up. 

Dick  Newcomer,  summer 
vice-president  of  Finance,  said 
that  additions  to  purchase  orders, 
even  though  unavoidable  at  times, 
ruined  ASBYU  budgets  and 
bookkeeping. 

Mrs.  Cloward  stated  that  in  an 
effort  to  help.  Food  Services 
would  ask  those  wanting  to  add 
items  to  orders  to  use  an 
additional  purchase  order. 

Two  other  steps  were  also  taken 
to  insure  that  government  workers 
are  aware  of  what  they  order. 

In  the  past,  confusion  has 
existed  in  orders  because  of 
misunderstandings  Or  lack  of 
communication  when  ordering. 


To  eliminate  these  problems, 
students  ordering  will  have  to 
check  their  orders,  sign  them  and 
make  a copy  for  their  own 
reference. 

Later  in  the  meeting, 
complaints  were  raised  about  the 
prices  of  some  Food  Service 
items. 

Stan  Roberts  noted  that  Gary 
Symkoviak,  summer 
vice-president  of  Social,  had 
complained  about  the  price  of 
Food  Service’s  apple  cider.  Dick 
Newcomer  added  that  he  found 
that  he  could  also  get  watermelon 
cheaper  at  another  store. 

Mrs.  Cloward  explained  that  at 
certain  times  of  the  year,  certain 
items  were  used  by  outside  stores 
as  “leaders’’— that  is,  priced 
cheaply  to  try  to  attract 
customers  to  buy  other  items. 

She  said  that  the  stores  could 
often  sell  these  items  below  cost 
but  not  in  the  quantities  that  are 
usually  needed.  Food  Services  can 
supply  the  quantity,  Mrs.  Cloward 
explained,  though  it  is  not  always 
able  to  match  prices. 

Concerning  the  watermelon,  she 
added  that  though  the  stores  may 
offer  watermelon  at  lower 
“leader”  prices,  they  still  could 
not  supply  quantity  or  services, 
such  as  having  the  watermelon 
chilled  and  ready  for  eating.

ASBYU  Council 
Rated  ‘Excellent’ 

Since  few  of  us  on  the  Summer  Daily  Universe  have  attended  summer 
school  before,  it  is  difficult  to  assess  the  summer  ASBYU  Executive 
Council.  Judging  by  programs  presented  and  activities  planned, 
however,  we  feel  that  this  summer’s  group  is  giving  excellent  service  to 
BYU  students. 

No,  the  Universe  has  not  received  a payoff  of  12  free  Summer  School 
Directories  for  that  remark.  It  is  simply  examining  the  record,  which 
consists  partially  of  one  concert,  dances,  free  films,  a talent  assembly. 
Last  Lecture,  a woman’s  craft  workshop  and  of  course,  the  Student 
Directories.  The  rest  of  the  summer  looks  just  as  good. 

Hopefully  not  overlooked  by  students  have  also  been  the  efforts  of 
this  Council  to  readjust  its  relations  with  BYU  auxiliary 
services— namely  the  University  Press  and  Food  Service. 

Lyle  Curtis,  Director  of  the  Wilkinson  Center  and  a close  advisor  to 
student  government,  stated  last  week,  in  a meeting  between  student 
leaders  and  the  Press,  that  the  same  problems  with  the  services  occur 
every  year.  He  added  that,  personally,  he  was  tired  of  facing  identical 
situations  every  year. 

Perhaps  he  won’t  have  to  face  those  problems  again.  Positive  steps 
have  been  taken  not  only  to  improve  relations  between  the  Press  and 
Food  Services  but  also  procedures  have  been  worked  out  to  insure  that 
when  student  government  does  business  with  either  service,  it  gets  the 
most  for  your  money. 

This  is  not  to  insinuate  that  the  Press  or  Food  Services  have  tried  to 
cheat  students.  Nor  should  one  assume  that  only  the  Press  and  Food 
Services  are  to  blame  for  purchasing  problems.  Student  government  and 
both  services  admit  that  lack  of  communication  and  understanding  has 
created  most  of  the  problems  and  that  this  partial  vacuum  has  existed 
on  both  sides. 

The  future  looks  brighter  though,  with  the  addition  of  a special  press 
consultant  for  student  government  workers  and  new  procedures  for 
purchasing  from  Food  Services.  Meetings  to  iron  out  differences  took 
only  two  and  a half  hours.  Better  time  was  never  spent;  it’s  a shame 
that  previous  Councils  preferred  to  gripe  in  meetings  about  the  Services 
rather  than  sit  down  and  talk  with  them. 

Looking  ahead,  lines  of  communication  will  be  opened  early  in  the 
1970-71  school  year  when,  as  it  is  now  tentatively  planned,  student 
government  executives  will  meet  with  auxiliary  service  heads.  It  can  be 
hoped  that  “the  same  problems”  that  occur  every  year  will  be 
eliminated,  making  life  much  easier  for  the  student  government,  and  for 
the  auxiliary  services.

Everything  is  not  completely  “beautiful,”  however,  in  student 
government  land.  To  put  it  bluntly,  we  think  Brian  Walton  should 
appoint  a new  summer  school  ASBYU  President. 

This  is  no  reflection  on  the  current  president  who  has  expended  time 
and  energy  in  behalf  of  the  student  body,  however,  this  is  the  situation 
as  it  now  stands.  Both  Brian  Walton  and  his  original  appointee  to  the 
presidential  post,  Don  Ellison,  are  now  back  east.  Stan  Roberts  is  in 
charge  of  Executive  Council  meetings  and  Beverly  Ferguson,  formerly 
Ellison’s  Special  Assistant,  is  actually  filling  in  for  Ellison.  For  example, 
she  will  take  his  place  and  vote  for  him  on  the  Student  Publications’ 
Board. 

In  earlier  statements,  Ellison  has  said  that  if  any  serious  problems 
arise,  he  would  immediately  be  in  touch  with  Walton.  This  is  standard 
summer  school  procedure  where  officers  stand  in  for  the  regular  fall 
officers.

Walton?  Or  will  Roberts  talk  to  Ferguson,  Ferguson  talk  to  Ellison, 
Ellison  fly  in  from  Washington  D.C.— as  he  said  he  would— and  then  all 
three  call  Walton?

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Bitter  Dino  Enemies 
In  Science  Display 


The  newly  completed  dinosaur 
display  on  the  main  floor  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  is  described 
as  “the  most  unusual  in  the 
world”  by  James  A.  Jensen, 
curator  of  BYU’s  Earth  Sciences 
Museum. 

He  explained  that  the 
uniqueness  of  the  display  lies  in 
its  construction.  Of  the  eight  legs 
of  the  dinosaurs,  four  on  each 
dinosaur,  only  three  of  their  legs 
are  touching  the  platform,  said 
Mr.  Jensen.  He  added  that  there 
are  no  wires  or  visible  supports 
holding  the  dinosaurs  up. 

The  newest  of  the  dinosaurs,  a 
plant-eating  Camptosaurus,  stands 
on  only  one  leg.  Mr.  Jensen  said 
this  is  very  difficult  to  construct 


because  the  dino  is  “nothing  but  a 
bunch  of  bones.” 

To  add  to  the  uniqueness  of  the 
display,  Mr.  Jensen  says  that  the 
two  dinos  were  found  in  the  same 
quarry  at  the  same  time,  just 
south  of  Price,  Utah. 

The  Camptosaurus  and  the 
other  dino,  a meat-eating 
Antrodemus,  were  natural 
enemies  according  to  Mr.  Jensen. 
The  Antrodemus  fed  on  the 
Camptosaurus,  he  said. 

Mr.  Jensen  also  pointed  out  that 
both  of  the  dinos  were  able  to 
move  very  quickly.  “They  could 
easily  outrun  the  fastest  modern 
horse  on  a hot  day,”  said  Jensen. 
He  explained  that  reptiles  do  not 
move  easily  on  a cold  day.

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Bill  Sharman  Awarded 
Sportsmen’s  Trophy 


Bill  Sharman,  head  coach  of  the 
new  Utah  Stars  professional 
basketball  team  was  awarded  the 
Sportsmen’s  World  Award-the 
“Victor”  in  ceremonies  held  last 
Saturday,  June  27,  at  the  Sands 
Hotel  in  Las  Vegas. 

Sharman  was  one  of  10 
outstanding  athletes  of  past 
decades  to  be  honored.  The 
recipients  were  chosen  by  a blue 
ribbon  National  Selections 
Committee  composed  of  ranking 
sportswriters  and  sportscasters. 

An  All-American  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California 
(1949-50)  Sharman  set  a Pacific 
Coast  scoring  record  of  238  points 
in  1 2 games  as  a senior. 

Sharman,  an  11-year  veteran  of 
the  National  Basketball 
Association,  was  a mainstay  on 
four  Boston  Celtic  World 
Championship  and  five  NBA 
Eastern  Division  title  teams.  He 
played  in  eight  All-Star  games, 
scoring  102  points.  He  was  voted 
most  valuable  player  in  the  1954 
contest.  Sharman  was  named  to 
NBA  Ail-League  first  teams  four 
times  and  second  squads  on  three 
other  occasions.  He  still  holds  the 
All-Time  career  record  for  free 
throw  accuracy  with  a mark  of 
93.2  per  cent  set  in  1957-58, 
netting  342  of  367  attempts. 

Since  leaving  the  pro-playing 
ranks,  Sharman  has  coached  the 
Los  Angeles  Jets  and  Cleveland 
Pipers  of  the  old  American 
Basketball  League.  In  the 
coUegiate  ranks,  he  coached  at  Cal 
State  Los  Angeles  from  1962-64. 
In  1966-67,  he  coached  the  San 
Francisco  Warriors  to  the  NBA 
Western  Division  title  and  the  past 
two  years  has  served  as  mentor  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Stars  in  the 
American  Basketball  Association.

“I’m  not  inclined  to  express  my 
emotions,  but  when  I walked  out 
onto  the  mound  and  heard  the 
cheers  from  the  fans  I almost 
broke  down  and  cried.”  This  was 
the  comment  made  by  Detroit’s 
Denny  Me  Lain  upon  his  return  to 
the  Tigers  line-up  after  his  90  days 
suspension  for  alleged  gambling 
activities  by  Baseball 
Commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn. 

The  hard  throwing  righthander, 
who  has  been  the  mainstay  of  the 
Tigers  pitching  staff  over  the  past 
couple  of  years,  expressed  his 
feelings  about  the  suspension.  “I 
am  sorry  for  everything  that 
happened  and  I’m  sorry  that  I had 
to  miss  90  days— lets  leave  it  like 
that,”  Me  Lain  told  newsmen  who 
pressed  him  on  how  he  felt  about 


his  return  to  the  Detroit  pitching 
rotation. 

Me  Lain  expressed  his 
concernment  about  his  starting 
assignment  against  the  New  York 
Yankees.  “I  think  it’s  the  most 
scared  I’ve  been  since  I was  in  a 
plane  which  had  one  engine  go 
bad  a few  years  ago.” 

The  Yankees,  displaying  the 
power  that  has  been  eluding  them 
for  the  past  few  years  jumped  on 
Me  Lain  for  eight  hits  including 
three  round  trippers  and  sent  the 
Tiger  pitching  Ace  to  the  showers 
after  only  5 1/3  innings.
